Meanwhile Premier Frank 
Moores said Friday that New¬ 
foundland claims hill owner¬ 
ship and jurisdictional rights 
over the resources in its conti¬ 
nental shelf. 

The premier said in a state¬ 
ment these rights arise from 
Newfoundland's constitutionai 
status at the time of union 
with Canada in 1949. 

He said that of the approxi¬ 
mately 50 billion barrels of oil 
or gas equivalent given as the 
estimated potential recovera¬ 
ble reserves in the Atlantic 
offshore region, excluding the 


Gulf of St Lawrence, recent 
studies attribute 35 billion 
barrels to Newfoundland’s 
continental shelf. 

In announcing New¬ 
foundland's newly-formulated 
policy, the premier reaf¬ 
firmed the government’s in¬ 
tention to co-operate with the 
other four Kastern provinces. 

Premier Moores said the 
Newfoundland government de¬ 
plores the fact that the feder¬ 
al government is in the 
process of amending its oil 
and gas land regulations 
which apply to federal (ter¬ 
mite offshore without consul¬ 
tation with Newfoundland. 

He said his province will 
not consider itself affected In 
any way hy decisions arrived 
at through such a process

Compexities Remain 


'T’l IK ARGUMENT IS BEING ADVANCED that 
* Egypt’s President Amvar Sadat, now that he 
has ordered out of the country at least some of the 
Russian military men sent* to stiffen his own forces, 
may have satisfied the war party, at least for the 
lime being, and will thus be free to concentrate on 
a diplomatic campaign. It is suggested that tiie ap¬ 
parent fracture of the improbable liusso-Egyptian 
alliance gives President Sadat the opportunity of 
mending his budly strained relations with the Unit¬ 
ed States and the western world generally and that 
he will seek “compensating concessions" from 
Washington for his rebuff — if that is what it was 
— to Moscow. — 

There is some merit in the suggestion that 
President Sadat may be in a mood to trade in 
compromise. The most logical proposition would 
lie some sort of deal involving reopening of the 
Suez Canal, with full navigational rights to all, in 
return for the relinquishment of occupied territory 
in the Sinai. An arrangement of this nature w'ould 
encourage broader negotiations; and this is desira¬ 
ble. Because Suez and the Sinai are only part of the 
complex problem. 

Basic to a settlement between Israel and 
Egypt must be the Palestinian refugees' plight, and 
the restoration of their land rights along the Jot- 
dan. Strictly speaking, of course, this is not a mat¬ 
ter in.which Egypt is entitled to meddle. But the 
Arab world was outraged in large part when King 
Hussein of Jordan offered his solution, involving 
creation of a new state, embracing the Palestinians 
under his federal jurisdiction. 

The Russian withdrawal from Egypt, while 


still far from complete — pilots and missile crews 
are believed to have remained — would appear to 
lessen the possibility of Egypt’s re opening of hostil¬ 
ities. Eew will subscribe to the view that the Rus¬ 
sian departure has loosed the restraints that pie- 
vented President Sadat sending his armies at the 
throats of his enemies, in spite of his sometimes 
hysterical threats he could hardly relish the idea of 
total war with Israel even with the advantage of 
the sophisticated weapons that Russians have pro¬ 
vided, and particularly when other Arab nations 
have shown consistent reluctance to join in any 
such adventure. Israel is still formidable and 
Egypt's vulnerability counterbalances any advan¬ 
tage in manpower and armor. 

What some will see as the Soviet Union’s de¬ 
sertion of her friends in Cairo, having won valuable 
concessions In the Mediterranean and in the Arab 
oil lands, could provoke the Palestinian terrorists 
to more vigorous offensives, however. King Hus¬ 
sein has immobilized them to a large extent in his 
country.by a ruthless use of force; but they are still 
active and numerous in Lebanon and Syria. If 
Lebanon is unable to suppress them, Syria is un¬ 
willing. They remain a dangerous factor. 

If, for example, these desperate men were to 
mount a co-ordinated attack from two sides, Israel 
might be provoked into invasion of her neighbors. 
The question would then arise: Could Egypt avoid 
involvement? 

The answer is probably yes. But the cost to 
President Sadat would be the last vestige of his 
prestige outside Egypt and the shredded mantle of 
Arab leadership he inherited from Abdel Gamal 
Nasser. *

The Running-Mates 


l.ltONT AND CENTRE in today’s matinee on the 
* United States political stage is the vice-presi 
dency. That is where it should he. And in the grand 
finale it also could be a scene-stealer. The vice¬ 
presidency holds more importance than might be 
generally recognized, at least in the climate that 
now prevails in U.S. politics. A glance at recent his¬ 
tory tells all. In the selection of candidates for the 
office the question must be asked Is he fit to 
become president ? 

Much is being made of the mental health of 
the Democratic nominee, Senator Thomas Eagle- 
ton, with the suggestion that because he has had 
psychiatric and, heaven forbid, shock treatment, he 
is a poor risk, it would lie interesting to know how 
many actual occupants of the White House have 
been forced at times to slow their pace in order tu 
catch up with their mental process. This, apparent¬ 
ly, was the Eagleton experience in earlier hard- 
driving days. But the bugaboo about anything af¬ 
fecting the nervous system remains. 

He may be forced to withdraw because of the 
stigma, although his handling of the situation 
speaks firmly for the stability of the man who 
could possibly reach tiie presidential peak. He looks 
upon bis past troubles a> “a broken arm or frac¬ 
tured leg that has mended,” and, he might have 
added, one that has knitted in a weld of greater 
than-ever strength. 

Not in the same spotlight, but another could 
well be directed toward him, is President Nixon’s 
choice for the vice-presidency, the Republican in¬ 
cumbent Spiro Agnew. 


Canada might look at him in the light of a 
speech he made in Alaska a day or two after the 
president said lie wanted him in the second spot 
again. In the words of The Province, “The intem¬ 
perate nature of his words is an affront to a friend¬ 
ly power and Canada should not let them go with¬ 
out reply.” 

Mr. Agnew implied that Canadians are against 
progress in their opposition to the Alaska oil pipe¬ 
line. He referred specifically to American oppo¬ 
nents. telling his Fairbanks audience those who 
would halt tile project "seem preoccupied with tile 
possible negative results .. ” 

He talked about "a spirit of anti-progress, a 
feeling that instead of continuing to push toward 
new frontiers we should stand pat or even retreat.” 

To Mr. Agnew there is no alternative, ap¬ 
parently, to the Valdez pqieline and the threat to 
the west coast it holds. lie does not see a line down 
the Mackenzie Valley through Canada as a less 
damaging way to bring the Alaska oil to market. 

He demonstrated once again his clumsiness, 
lack of prudence and failure in sensitivity which are 
among qualities that a president, as well as a vice- 
president, might be expected to display- 

It would seem lhat Mr. Nixon is so sure of Ins 
re-election that he can afford Mr. Agnew as a run¬ 
ning mate again. Nevertheless a challenge to the 
decision could come at next month’s Republican 
convention in the form of other nominees who 
might meet the test of presidential qualifications 
better.

China Confirms Lin Death 


STOCKHOLM (UPIi A 
Chinese embassy official con¬ 
firmed Friday th«tf former 
Peking defence minister Lin 
Piao was killed in a Mongo¬ 
lian air crash last September 
wlule tleeing toward Russia 
after trying lo assassuiaie’ 
Chairman Mao Tse-Tung in 
an aliortive hid to seize power 
in China 


Embassy attache Chen Sui- 
€ ’hi said Lin had made “se¬ 
veral attempts” to assassi¬ 
nate Mao. who once had de¬ 
signated hun as his successor, 
and was then trying to flee to 
the Soviet Union when tire 
crash occurred. 


Chine ae embassies m AI 
giers and Pans made similar 
disclosures the first official 
word from the Chinese on the 
fate of Lin. who had dropped 
from sight late last summer.

The crackdown began only 
alxiul six weeks after Bor- 
dalrerry took office amidst ex¬ 
tremely tight security so

There have been bloody 
skirmishes since tire crack¬ 
down was put in motion.

A close friend, a medical 
doctor, says the Pope is a 
surprisingly healthy man as 
he nears 75. 

The Pope left the heat of 
Vatican City a week ago and 
came to his summer palace m 
the AJhan Hills here, as he 
does each year. It is a work¬ 
ing vacation. 

"The Pope is often still up 
at 1:30, and he gets up In the 
morning at 6:30," his physi¬ 
cian friend says, "He sleeps 
very little, perhaps not more 
than about five hours a 
night." 

The Pope makes up for 
some of it by napping for a 
couple of hours in the after¬ 
noon. He suffers from insom¬ 
nia at night, and sometimes 
takes sleeping piUs if he is 
troubled. 

Since his recovery from a 
prostate operation in 1967. the 
Pope has »>ecn forced to bed 
only a few times, by influenza 
or colds. 

"lie does not take any regu¬ 
lar treatment or' cures," the 
friend reporta. "His unusually 
gixHl health' perhaps is due in 
part to Ids slight, slender 
build."

Idle Coast Looms Closer 


The coast forest industry 
caine closer to a standstill 
when 400 woodworkers were 
laid off in Port Altieml Fri¬ 
day, 

like 400 were workers at 
Macmillan Bloadel’s Albernt 
Pacific division sawmill, and 
a company spokesman said 
the layoffs were caused by a 
shortage of logs because of 
the fallers* strike and other 
work stoppages. 

The coast region’s fallers 
have been out on strike since 
April, protesting a switch 
from a piece-work (my scale 
to a day-rate pay scale. Other 
coast woodworkers returned 
to their jobs in mid-July after 
a three-week strike, but the 
fallers have refused to go 
hack under the contract with 
tiie day-rate scale in it. 

At tiie MB sawmill, about 
150 workers in tiie planing 
and shipping departments will 
be kept on until about Aug. 11. 

But before then other plants 
may well have had to close 
down. One Somass mill in 
Port Albernt may have to »us- 
l>end sawing ©iterations Tues¬ 
day or Wednesday, putting 
another 475 men i*ut of work, 
tiie company spokesman said. 

And the other Somass null 
in Port Altiemi will also l*e 
able to operate tally until 
aljout Aug. 11. 

In another development Fri¬ 
day, abut 65 woodworkers 
(not fallers or scalers) from 
Macmillan Bloedel’s Sproat 
l^ike division stayed off the 
Job in a bid to pressure tiie 
company Into helping find a 
solution to the fallers’ dispute. 

Fallers' spokesman N^ike 
Davis said the 65 were sup¬ 
porting the fallers, but a com¬ 
pany s|M>kesman said' they i 
were not in sympathy with | 
the fullers, hut just wanted 
the company to help get the ! 
men hack to work. 

However, all the companies 
have considered tin* dispute to 
be a matter between the 
fallers and the union, since 
the IWA signed tiie master 
agreement with the compa¬ 
nies’ association, Forest In¬ 
dustrial Relations. 

'Hie union s western Canada 
regional executive liourd 
Thursday condemned the 
relrnl fallers for promoting

what it called a climate of 
confrontation lietween 
members. 

But Davis said that in mak¬ 
ing such statements the union 
“iB just sounding like man¬ 
agement" He repeated th& 
fullers’ vow that they will 
stay off the job until they re¬ 
turn to a piece-work pay 
scale. 

The fallers have cited both 
monetary reasons and safety 
considerations as reasons why 
tiie piece-work rate Should be 
continued. 


As in previous days, es¬ 
timates of tiie numbers of 
tallers at work varied widely 
Friday, IWA and FIR spokes¬ 
men said that betweenr one- 
third and one-half of tiie re¬ 
gion’s 8D0 fallers had returned 
to work, but Davis said there 
were less than 100 back on tiie 
job. 

Davis emphasized again the 
fallers were not using, and 
would not use, any violence or 
intimidation to keep workers 
off the job. They have been 


accused of intimidating 
fallers who want to return to 
work. 

“We'd fools to do that," 
said Davis. “We know from 
past experience that when you 
use violence or intimidation 
it’s always turned back on 
you." 

Elsewhere Friday fillers’ 
Information pickets shut down 
Bay Forest Products Ltd. 
sawmill In Vancouver for the 
day when 80 dayshift workers 
refused to cross the picket 
line. 


In Kitimat a group of wives 
of rebel fallers picketed the 
home of the local leader of 
the fallers demanding that 
their husbands he allowed to 
return to work. 

And the northern Interior 
local of the IWA voted 94.5 
per cent in favor of strike ac¬ 
tion against six northwood 
pulp ami timber operations. 
'Ihe men can strike Sept. 1, 
after their current contract 
expires. 

Iliey are seeking parity 
with the coast forest workers.

The vast majority of Ameri¬ 
ca a Catholic# and Jews have 
traditionally been Democrats, 
lhu year, a large number are 
likely to vote Reputdn an 
T'hat ta the. £*>n. eosus of 
Catholic and Jewish leaders 
who are intimately familiar 
with trends and attitudes in 
these two large religioua com¬ 
munities. 


There are reasons for this 
historic shift in imlitical alle¬ 
giance 

The first is economic. Ris¬ 
ing affluence has caused 
many Catholics and Jews to 
identify with the haves better 
rather than the have-nots. 

There is no question about 
it ” says Rahhi Uhiis Bern¬ 
stein, president of the Rab¬ 
binical Council of America, 
a lot of Jew* are swinging to 
the right in politics ” 

Racial issues have played a 
!>art in the swing to the right, 
particularly among so-called 
“ethnic” Catholics and Jews 
who live near black neigh¬ 
borhoods In big cities. Many 
Jews who once considered 
themselves lilierai allies of 
black men in the struggle for 
civil rights isav feel that they 
are targets of virulent anti- 
Semitism among blacks and 
have become defensive about 
it. 

Most important Issues in 
switching Catholic and Jewish 
votes, however, are < 1) al*-r- 
tion and I2i Israel 

Senator George McGovern, 
the Democratic presidential 
nominee, is trying to sidestep 
the abortion issue hy saying 
it's one for states to decide 
But Catholic* know and Re¬ 
publicans won l let them for¬ 
get it that McGovern was 
saying only a few months ago 
that “abortion is a private 
matter which should he decid¬ 
ed hy a pregnant woman and 
her own doctor ” In other 
words, he favored ahortion- 
on-demand, with raj legal re¬ 
strictions. 

This position is deeply rep¬ 
ugnant to many Americans 
not only Catholic* who feel 
that the state has a fesjionsi- 
hility to prov ide protection to 
the nioet helpless form of 
human life — a quickened but 
untoni fetus. 

President Nixon he* square¬ 
ly aligned himself with this 
latter sentiment and again 
you can rest assured this 
point will i.e made perfectly 
clear in the election cam¬ 
paign On April 3, 1971, Nixon 
said 

“From personal and reli¬ 
ghts beliefs I consider abor¬ 
tion an unacceptable form of 
population control. Further, 
unrestricted policies of abor¬ 
tion on demand I cannot 
square with my persona! I»e- 


lief in the sanctity of human 
Ufa—including the life of the 
yet unborn." 

Jews aren't much con¬ 
cerned with the ahnrtion issue 
iKit are quite concerned about 
American oupport of Israel. 
The general feeling of the 
American Jewish community, 
according to qualified infor¬ 
mants within it, is that Nixon 
halM'iovcd ).unself a stalwart 
supporter of Israel, U*th in 
diplomatic manoeuvres and in 
shipments of U.S arms, in¬ 
cluding Phantom jet | Janes 

McGovern, on the other 
hand, is widely remembered 
among Jews a* a man who 
once aduncated making Jeru¬ 
salem an open city No 
amount of present and future 
waffling on that issue will 
erase (he memory or distrust 
of McGovern it inspired 
among Jews 

McGovern indicated at the

I think almost every home gardener 
must nave had the experience? at one 
time or another, of running across a 
self-sown seedling plant in his garden 
Husally this discovery occurs during a 
spell of weeding, when the sharp-eyed 
wieider of the hoe notices a strange lit¬ 
tle plant spring up among the chick- 
weed and plainlain and shepherd's 
purse 

On closer examination, the stranger 
turns out to be a “volunteer" from 
seeds scattered tlie previous year by 
one of the cultivated plants or shrubs in 
the garden. 

I have always been imp.»«sscd l*y the 
exceptionally sturdy development of 
these self-sown seedlings i know that in 
my own garden, Uie volunteer forget- 
me-nnti, snapdragons, polyanthus 
primroses, salvia, tomato plants and 
California poppies are always stronger 
and more vigorous than the same plants 
sown from seeds carefully sown and 
lovingly tended under protected condi¬ 
tions. 

The old natural law of Ihe survival 
of the fittest may have something to do 
with this only the strongest seeds 
survive the winter exposure while Ihe 
weaklings perish — but it seems to me 
a more likely reason for the stmng ger¬ 
mination and extraordinary vigor ««f 
ttiese “waifs and strays is the liming 
of the sowing. 


UIm-ii a pjant is permitted to ripen 
ami scatter its own seed. U chooses the 
ideal tune of the year to do its sawing; 
moreover, the seed it sows is fresh, yet 
fuljy matured ami ripened. Man's meth¬ 
od harvesting the seed while it is still 
in the pod or capsule and perhaps not 
completely matured, and storing it 
through the winter to sow in the spring 

is essentially artificial 

While nature sows her seeds as soon 
as they are ready, she provides many 
of them with a built-in protective de¬ 
vice. Some of the more tender kinds 
would he killed if the seeds germinated 
right away and the seedlings were 
forced i » endure harsh winter weather 
while still in the tender seedling stage; 
these are equipped with a timing gadget 
in the seed an internal chemical 
which holds the seed dormant through¬ 
out the winter. 

These kinds germinate strongly in 
Uie spring after being exposed to frost 
through the winter, and upon receiving 
the signal from the warming soil that it 
is safe to emerge These seeds need 
their winter exposure, and they never 
do as well when harvested in the fall 
ami stored cosily in the seedman's simp 
all winter. 

Other plants of a hardier nature will 
germinate their seeds within a few days 
when self-sown With these, though Ma¬ 
ture dinps ihe seeds early enough for 


the liillr plants to become sturdy and 
nicely established before the frosts and 
gales of winter arrive 

Taking a tip from nature in this 
regard. I dunk it is a good idea tu make 
a few sowings of flower seeds through¬ 
out the late summer ami fall, at about 
Uie time die ripe seed is ready on es¬ 
tablished plants A few kinds which do 
wed from such naturally timed sowings 
are clarkias California poppies. Iceland 
poppies. cornflowers. snapdragons, 
sweet aiyssuin and coreopsis.

Most of our shnib seeds and hemes 
do well from a late summer sowing too, 
although many of these won't germi¬ 
nate unlit next spring Take your cue 
from die seed capsules on die parent 
plant when die berries are failing, oe 
when the seed pod-, arc cracking open, 
it is time to gel those seeds into the 
ground. 

Polyanthus seed. too. will germinate 
strongly from a summer sowing, hut 
only if you use fresh seed, gathered 
yourself or scrounged from a neighbor’s 
plants Seed purchased now from a gar¬ 
den shop vc ill he a year old. and germi¬ 
nation will lie erratic and spotty. 

If you must buy your primrose 
seeds, buy them in late winter or spring 
and sow it immediately. At that time it 
will probably be aland seven months 
old — not as good as fresit seed, hut not 
as |>oor in germination as year-oid stuff.
